Tbc Arabs lost about 
100 men, but managed to rarry oil 
from tho tield.most of their dead and 
wounded.

Robinson explained that the ability to 
ondure-pain warf a simple matter of 
ciiltivation, and that there were a go6d 
many who made it a business and who 
were known among profeasionals as 
'■horses." 'I'bey continued their in- 
vestigations and succeeded in getting 
bold of tiv(- or .six "horses," who.said 
iliey were [lerformiug with !")r. Tdwns- 
end. Some of their feats were almost 
infiredible. l"'or instance, they allowed 
needles to bo inserted under the linger 
nails or through the tongue without 
wincing.

JOHN BULL ASSERTS niMSELF 
IN GREKCE. 

An assault was conmilttod last January 
on Mr. Js'icholaon, the British Charge d' 
AQ'airs at Athena, by a gendarme, for 
which the Greek {{ovemment has just 
made repartttion. The story in brief is as 
follows: "Nicholson and wife were walk- 
ing up Mount Lycabottus, a favorite place 
of resort for tho Atlionian population. 
'I'hey wore fullowing tho usual [)ath, when 
the geiidanno of tho atory pointed out a 
iiowly made ri>ad. Nicolson, thinking 
' that tho gendarme was showing him an 
easier way, sliook his head and pointed 
to the tup nf the |)athway, nulicaiiiig that 
they weru going up by tho oidinary way. 
U|)i)n tills tlie gyiidanii ; rushed up, seized 
Niohclsoii by tlie arui, struck hiiii over 
the shouliior and shnuted to go back. The 
usaaulted inaii told tho gendarme who he 
was and retracted his stops, when the 
gendarme again came up and began to 
strike him, and finished up by throwing 
stones. Nicolbon iiuietly walked olT and 
told the whnle story to ttie(!reok premier 
and in a very shuri time tho gendarme 
was arrested. Tho Greek pivpers, how- 
ever, took aides with the aoldior, charging 
that Nicolson had been tho assailant, and 
it appeared as if tho gondarme was to got 
of}' without puiiiahinunt. Mr. Nicolson 
then had no other recourse than to throat- 
en to lay tho matter before his govern- 
ment, which threat resulted in the most 
abject apology from tho Greek govern- 
ment. The entire force of gendarmery 
was drawn up in Constitution scpiaro in 
AthotiH, the offending gendarme was dub- 
licly dismiaaed and seiiteiicod lo two 
luoiitha' iinpriaonmeiit. Tho ceremony 
concluded with the pprformanco of tho 
English national anthom aud tho Greek 
gondarmcry luesoiiting arnia. 

CITY DRAINAGE. 

In our rejiiu t of the proceedings at tho 
niiiiiieilial coiiui-il on Weduesday evening 
veudc s \v<'re no iloulit Jiloased to notice that 
the subject of draining the city is recoiving 
the (%'ii lost attor Uou of tho new city fathers. 
A '-on'mittoo previously appointed snbmit- 
totl a oommunioaiion to the council recom- 
mending tliat immediate steps be taken to 
provide a systom of ■underground aeworngo. 
Several di^tuils of tho work wore snggoHted; 
but it was ailvised that p/euliu lis bo offared 
for iloliiiled plans, tho amounts to be $2,- 
r)()0 for tlu) best plan, f 1,.'">()0 for-tho neit', 
and #1,0011 for the next. Those aniouutK 
ni'i; lilieTiil eiioii^li to warrant tirst-clasa men 
eoiiipi ting fill- them, and we should succeed 
in seeuriiig the best sewer aysteui that can 
be devised to suit the peculiarities of our 
situation. The report of the committoo is 
to bo co.isidered at the next lueoting of tho 
council and wo may depend upon it that no 
unnecessary delay will precede tho call for 
plans and tenders. It is gratifying to feel 
that tho civic ofBcos are filled by men who 
can bo relied upon to further tho interests 
of tho city in every way. Pouding tho con- 
Htrrctiou of new sewers, it is intended to 
keep the gutters in as good ordil^as pos- 
Hil)le. After April 1st tho sowers aro to bo 
rcf^ularly lli-shed from tho luaiiiH, and this 
during suiuiiier ought to have tho otloot of 
preveutiuti tho accumulation of foul sewer- 
age wh'eh caused so much distress dur- 
ing the p-^st yeiur. 

ENGLISH AQRIGULTURE. 

Tho agricultural roturna which have 
just been published in England present a 
remarkably strange probloiu. The culti- 
vated area of Great Britain has increased 
81,000 acres during tho past year and 
l,3(i:!,000 since 1873, yet tho period since 
187:i haa been tho most disastrous of tho 
century, and tho food imported has in- 
creased in vnluo from S29;5S90,000 in 
180-1 to ?787,«00,G00 last year. During 
this period of increasing oultivalioa of 



tho soil there has ..been a docroaso of 
1,011,000 acres in arable land, and al- 
though there haa been an increase of 
2,3G5,000 acres in gra/.ing land, there has 
scarcely been an increase in flocks and 
herds. The number of sheep has de- 
creased 3,359,000 in apite of the fact that 
tho price of meat has been constantly 
rising during tliat period. This aiionial- 
ous state of things is didieult to explain 
except upon tho theory nf greatly im- 
proved mode of living by tho uiaases; 
but it tends to show that the produetiou 
of grain in the British Isles must ilocreaso 
more and more every year, and that the 
farmers will have to turn their attention 
to breeding poultry, making cheesn and 
butter, null suDulying tho markets with 
fresh meat. At present it ia almost im- 
possible to get in London good poultry 
or fresh eggs thai do not coiiio from 
France, whore chickens are hstcliod and 
fattened on a scientific plan, and where 
labor is cheaper than it ia in England.

Metiakahtla, March la, 1885, 
This winter's cold seems to have gone 
away with the old year, ;i3 aineo then we 
have had a aucceasiou of aoutliorly wind.s, 
accomiiaiiicd by heavy rains and very few 
tine days. Tho Naas rivor has been open 
for some time and tho ykeena lua^ bo ex 
pectod to open at least two wooks earlier 
than usual. While this will enable 
niirers to leave tho coast sooner than they 
could have expected they iin;ht to be pre- 
pared for deep snow among the moim 
tains, as it ia more tli.iii pnib.ilile that 
snow haa fallen there w hen only ram fell 
on tho coast.

This will niakt^ a eoii.^id- 
orable ditferonce to the Indiana, .ii: many 
of whom were employed last year, and 
load them to seek a supply of food by 
fishing and hunting. Alost of tho 
Tcliimahoan Indiana have moved to Naaa 
for tho purpose of fialiiiig for, drying, 
salting and oxtractiug the oil froiii the 
uolachans which aro ox[);ietod there in a 
few diiya. There are a larger lunuber of 
Indians now congregated on tho Naas 
river than there have been fur sevemi 
years. 

On Thursday, tho 12th iuat., the 11 
Boacowitz with Suporiutoudoiit of I'^lieo 
Roycroft and Mr. Tuck, surveyor, on 
board, reached Motlakahlla sh'irlly after 
tho arrival of tho steamer. Mr. I'uolc, 
accompanied by Mr. Roycroft, called on 
Mr. Duncan and prBSBnted his instruc- 
tions to survey the land known as Mission 
Point.

SoAKi.M, iMarch 19. —The mounted in- 
fantry and scouts, sopporled hy tho main 
body of troops marching (iOO yards be- 
hind, advanced to the base of tho hills 
near Hashoon. The scouts reaching the 
Bunimit of the hills, discovored tho Arabs 
massed in the valley.

Tho 
Arabs got within 10 yards of tho British 
lino before tho latter opened a regular 
fire, which tho enemy promptly rapliud 
to. Four infantrymon were killed and 
three woiindod. .Several lladondowaha 
were wounded. Among the killed waa 
Lieut. O'Connor, whose horse waa shot 
from under him. Tho British retired, 
the .-Vr.-ihs showing no disposilion to fol- 
low. iMiriiig the eii(,'agement on the 
ridgo, the lle'injal calvary took many pris- 
oners. It waa ascertained by reconnais 
sance that the Arabs were in largo bodies 
aliiiif,' tho oiitire riduo of hilla.
